Over the weekend of 14/15th May the Chester Radio Society 
acheived one of its longest standing aims, when the last detdils 
were finalised and the purchase of an HF bands tranceiver became 

a reality. The type of system purchased is the long favoured 
TS520=-S by Trio of Japan. This is an all band tranceiver fitted 
with a 3SK355 mosfet front end giving a sensitivity of better 
than O.2uV for 10dB S+N/N ratio on all bands, the transmitter 
has a built in speech processor and a rugged valve PA bE1 463) 

giving around 100 watts. _ oe = 
The package that the club has purchased includes an external 

VFO unit, a seperate speaker unit,and a DC to DC converter for 
12 volt iaweation; en special CW filter. The equipment was pur- 
-chased from a private individual residing on Anglesey, for a 
price within our limit of £400, more about this later, see "rig
